kill deer are issued by the states, and 
Arizona had a governor who refused 
to issue such permits. 
When permits 
were given by the federal authorities 
to shoot deer, hunters doing so were 
arrested by the state. 
By 1921 the danger was obvious to 
the federal authorities. In 1922 feed 
on the Kaibab wa. getting short. The 
forest service did what it could by is­ 
suing fewer permits for grazing cat­ 
tle and sheep. 
But still the deer in­ 
creased. 
In 1923 the situation was 
worse. 
By last summer the deer had be­ 
come 
so 
numerous 
that food w’as 
hort even during the season of its 
greatest abundance. 
The biological survey and the for­ 
est service 
recommended 
strenuous 
methods. 
They urged shipping deer 
out, letting hunters in and the kill­ 
ing of deer by government 
hunters. 
The only way to insure the safety of 
the herd was by reducing the num­ 
bers by some 15,000. 
To only one item of this program 
would the governor of Arizona con­ 
sent 
that of shipping the deer. 
An 
experiment was tried. 
A corral was 
built and eighteen deer were induced 
to enter it. 
Eight of 
these 
killed 
themselves by dashing madly against 
its sides. 
Others were injured. 
Two 
were finally 
crated 
and started 
to 
the railroad by truck. 
One died on 
the way to the train and the other be­ 
fore it reached its destination. 
The 
impracticability of this scheme with 
wild deer so far 
from

was demonstrated. 
The governor still held out against 
either hunting or wholesome killing. 
He suggested
